Admiral Jean Francois 
Darlan has formed a _ French 
imperial council to govern all of 
France beyond the continenta 
borders. Darlan has assumed the 
council's leadership with all the 
prerogatives of a chief of state.

South Europe: The tension of 
the situation in Italy, where the 
next phase of the Allied opera- 
tions may be directed, was in- 
dicated in a blustering speech by 
Mussolini, who broke months of 
silence to warn the invasion-jit- 
tery Italian people that any weak- 


ening would mean Italy “would 
renounce forever its dream of 
being a great nation.” He prom- 


ised that Germany would help 
Italy with “powerful contribu- 
tions” and “the joint Italian- 
German defences will give the 
raiders a hot reception.”

Russia: Russian forces in the 


Stalingrad area have scored their 
biggest victory of the week. Red 
army shock troops have stormed 
up a strategic hill in the sector 
before the battered metropolis. 
This action is said to leave the 
Germans wide open to an attack 
from the rear. The hill dominates 
the railroad Station at which the 
Nazis had detrained troops and 
supplies for transport into Stalin- 
grad proper. 

Soviet troops are rolling ahead 
for new gains on the central and 
southern fronts having occupied 
a fortified township near the 
Rzhey-Vyazma railroad west of 
Moscow—killing some 500 enemy 
troops in the process

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Darlan’s Move 
Declared Piece 
Of Effrontery

LONDON, Dec. 2. — (BUP) — 
Admiral Jean Francois Darlan’s 
assumption of the functions and 
title of French chief of state in 
Africa as termed “a monumental 
piece of effrontery,” today by a 
Fighting French spokesman. 

He charged that the Imperial 
Council, whose establishment by the 
former Vichy vice-premier was an- 
nounced earlier by radio Morocca, 
was “as anti-democratic and anti- 
republican as anybody could be.” 

The French army being organized 
in the French colonies and which 
may number some 300,000 men “will 
be seriously upset by having Dar- 
lan foisted upon it,” the spokesman 
declared. 

Asserting that the “number of 
Frenchmen who would vote for him 
(Darlan) could put their signatures 
on a postage stamp,” the spokes- 
man charged that establishment of 
the council violated all the laws and 
traditions of France. 

Darlan was accused of consolid- 
ating his position as strongly as 
possible to “make it more difficult 
to unseat him eventually.”

Political analysts will have trouble 
discovering any broad significance in the 
outcome of Monday’s three by-elections. In 
Outremont, Major General LaF leche, min- 
ister of war services, was elected over an 
anti-conscriptionist. In  Charlevoix-Sa- 
guenay, an anti-conscriptionist Independ- 
ent was elected over four Independent- 
Liberals, In Winnipeg North Centre, the 
C.C.F. candidate won the seat which was 
formerly held for many years by Mr. J. 8. 
Woodsworth. 

The net result from a group standpoint 
is to increase by one the Quebec bloc 
opposed to compulsory service outside 
Canada. But as the winner had a four-to- 
one handicap because his opponents were 
all of one party, the vote cannot be taken 
as a dependable reflection of popular opin- 
ion on conscription, separatism, or any 
other issue. 

Nothing of public importance was 
gained by holding by-elections, as against 
allowing all three seats to go to nom- 
inees of the parties formerly holding them. 
Except perhaps that as a result of the 
discussions the people living in those locali- 
ties and newspaper readers generally may 
have now a somewhat clearer conception 
of the magnitude of Canada’s war effort 
and the progress that is being made in 
expanding our fighting forces and produc- 
ing munitions,

Tunisia 
In one respect the fighting in the Egyp- 
tian-Libyan desert and the fighting in 
Tunisia differ widely. The battle of Ala- 
mein and the pursuit of Rommel’s forces 
took place in a waste region. But northern 
Tunisia is not a desert. It is a well-watered, 
fertile, and highly productive country. 

Tunis and Bizerte are the modern suc- 
cessors to ancient Carthage, whose de- 
struction was urged by early Roman lead- 
ers because of the fruitfulness of the region 
of which it was the metropolis. Phoeni- 
cians, Greeks, Italians, Arabs, Moors, 
Turks and French have held control of the 
territory, and under each it has been no- 
table for its grain, cattle and minerals. 

The Allied forces closing in on the 
Tunisian capital and naval base are fight- 
ing in country from which they can draw 
very considerable local supplies of food, 
as also from Algeria and Morocco to the 
west. That Germany aimed to secure these 
Supplies, and also to exploit the deposits 
of coal, iron, copper, zinc and lead, is to 
be supposed. 

Tunisia in fact offered to Marshal 
Petain a very favorable area in which to 
establish a French government when 
France fell, There, with Allied support 
which would certainly have been given 
him, he could have defied Hitler and Mus- 
solini and made himself the head and idol 
of the Fighting French. He did not have 
to stay at Vichy because there was no 
place in North Africa where he could make 
a stand. 

The occupation of Tunisia has already 
cut off from the Axis powers a source of 
food and materials of which they are in 
need, and which they have, with Laval’s 
connivance, drawn upon to some extent. 
What the Axis has lost the Allies have 
won, thus scoring a double victory on the 
“supply front.

Italy’s King 

If the people of Italy do not respond to 
Mr. Churchill's invitation and compel the 
breaking of their country’s alliance with 
Germany and Japan, that will only be 
because they are helpless, or think they 
are, Their hearts have never been in this 
war against nations with which they had 
no quarrel, and they know well enough 
that their hopes to see Italy again strong 
and free hang upon victory for the Allies, 
not the Axis. f 

But it is sanguine to expect any such 
response immediately. The masses there 
have neither the parliamentary machinery 
nor the leadership by which to overthrow 
Mussolini, backed as he is by German 
troops, German economic control, and the 
gestapo. A mob, however wishful, cannot 
wage successful war against such a com- 
bination, and there is no present indication 
that Mussolini could be got rid of and 
Italy negotiate itself out of the war 
except as the outcome of a successful 
revolution, 

The King, with the assistance of anti- 
Fascist military leaders and influential 
men in the business and social! life of the 
country, could give the necessary leader- 
ship to the masses. But nothing has hap- 
pened to show that there is any prospect 
of this, Barring such unlikely intervention, 
Italy will have to be knocked out of the 
war by Allied blows, however little the 
Allied peoples can wish to punish the non 
hostile populace for the crimes and crim- 
inal intentions of Mussolini. 

There is no longer any doubt or dis- 
guise of the fact that this the direct 
purpose of the offensive in North Africa 
What is happening there is by way of 
clearing the base for an all-out attack on 
Italy, as the most convenient and most 
vulnerable sector on the Axis southern 
front. Mr. Churchill has said so, and has 
given the Italians a broad hint of what 
they have to expect. The reality, they must 
know, will be worse than the picture,

‘Social Security Proposals | 


Go Farther Than Had 
Been Hoped. 
By H. L. WEIR 


For 18 months, Sir William Bev 
eridge, master of University Col 
lege, Oxford, former head of the 
London School of Economics, and 
one of Britain's foremost econom- 
ists, has been working, on the in- 
structions of the British cabinet, on| 
a full-dress plan of social security 
for the United 
Kingdom. 

He has present- 
ed his report. 
And he advocates 
a state-controlled 
insurance plan 
that covers un- 
employment, 
health, accidents, 
marriages, child- 
births, family al 
lowances for chil- 
dren and retire- 
ment allowances 
for aged persons. 

It is the most sweeping system of 
social security ever to appear out- 
side Russia. 

And it is significant that it Is 
sponsored and produced at the re- 
quest, not of radicals and crackpots 
and demagogues, but of the sober 
group of men who are running the 
wary many of whom have fallen 
more than once under the charge

At the commencement of the 
plan, which Sir William calculates 
could start in 1945, the fund would 
amount to $2,788,000,000, equal to 11 
per cent of the estimated national 
income for that year. That figure 
represents an increase of 60 per- 
cent in the total money involved in 
present insurance programs which 
cover a much smaller field. 

In 1945, the present program 
would collect and disburse $1,728,- 
000,000, or about 7 per cent of the 
national income in that year. Thus, 
the proportion of national income 
involved in social insurance would 
be raised from 7 to 11 per cent.

For 
the element of surprise 
there are two possibilities—to be 
absolutely silent, or to talk too 
much Actually, the immense 
amount of talk created such a con- 
fusion that the Montgomery cam- 
paign, the Eisenhoer campaign, 
and the Timoshenko offensive all 
came as complete surprises. For 
Hitler became cross-eyed trying to 
imagine where the next blow might 
fall. 

The Russian front still remains 
the main front of the war.

This week-end battle before Stalin- 
grad is perhaps the decisive battle 
of the war in Russia.

Canada Needs Hemp for Rope 


Plans Under Way to Grow | 


Quantity of It Next) 
Year. y

OTTAWA. — Recently publicity | 
given to wartime demands for) 
hemp fibre has revived expec-| 
tations that growing of hemp will! 
be undertaken in Canada, despite | 
a four-year ban under the narcot- 
ics act. The question of Canadivs 
production is now before authori-| 
ties of the department of agricul-| 
ture and of the fibre control see- 
tion of the supplies controller's 
office of the department of muni- 
tions and supply. 

A fibre control source said that 
a figure — virtually an order from 
the British and American fibre 
control—of 5,000,000 pounds of 
hemp fibre have been set to start 
Canadian preparations for produc- 
tion in 1943. This would involve 
sowing about 5,000 acres, The ques- 
tion of price has not bee settled, 
and in its arrangements to launch 
a hemp-growing program, the de- 
partment of agriculture is investi- 
gating the price situation, Whether 
the U.S. fiber section of the war 
production board will set a satis- 
factory price is not known, The 
department of agriculture has sent 
a man to Wisconsin to obtain in- 
formation on prices, availability of) 
machinery, and other factors. 

The promise of sufficient hemp 
obtained 


seed has already been 
from U.S. suppliers for the Cana-| 
dian production program, 


3,000 Acres 

All these details point positively 
to prospects for hemp growing in 
Canada next year. Where produc- 
tion will be undertaken is not dis- | 
closed, but upwards of 3,000 acres 
of hemp were produced in west-| 
ern Ontario during the last war, 
and after the war, hemp was grown 
on the Portage plains in Manitoba. 
The official position, at the mom- 
ent, is that there is nothing defi- 
nite to report 

The question of machinery in 
growing and producing hemp fibre 
is also ure’r consideration, It will 
involve obtaining priority on U.S 
machinery to some extent. Last 
September, the U.S, war production | 
board announced a program of sow 
ing 200,000 acres of hemp and the 
construction of 71 mills for process 
ing it, It is unlikely that new mills 
would be constructed im Canada,/ 


but two mills already exist in this, 
country, one in Ontario and one in| 
Manitoba. As the program develops, 
these mills will probably be revived 
to handle the Canadian crop.

Early Can 
adian settlers grew their own twine 
requirements, but the industry that 
promised to develop 75 or 100 years 
ago was stifled when overseas 
fibre supplies dominated the world 
market at relatively cheap prices 
Difficulties of production, such as 
retiing it, that is, exposing it to 
rot away non-fibrous material, have 
been studied and overcome .A smal! 
plot of hemp, grown at the central 
experimental farm in Ottawa, was 
recently tested by manufacturers 
and approved for processing, 

In 1940, the question of growing 
hemp in Canada was raised when 
an inauiry came from the British 
government. This was in the form 
of a suggestion that if 500 tons of 
hemp were available in Canada 
the British fibre control would be 
interested in buying it.

Rope Shortage 

The economies of hemp produc- 
tion have keen vastly altered by 
developments in the war since De- 
cember, 1941, Canadian production 
in the past has been the true hemp 
much different from manila hemp 
and the same as grown in Russia 


and other Furopean countries 
True hemp produces a soft fibre 
compared with manila and sisal 
much better for many twine and 


rope uses but much more expens- 
ive than manila. It is uneconomic 
when East Indian supplies of hard 
fibre were available. But the extent 
to which essential) demands now 
depend on North American pro- 
duction can be meesured roughly 
by the U.S. crop plan, which is to 
increase from 36.000 acres in 1942 
to 300,000 acres and create hemv- 
processing facilities of a mill to 
every 4,000 acres ; 

Hemp as a source of rope fibre 
is now high on the Ust of critical 
war materials. As a source of mari- 
huana, hemp production was pro- 
hibited in Canada in August, 1938 
Called hashish in the Orient, hemp 
was placed under rigid control by 
an amendment to the Opium and 
Narcotic Drug Act which gave the 
narcoties division of the Royal Ca-

Any society is ailing that falls 
short of perfection. And certainly 
otrs, no matter what may be said 
for it, falls far short of that happy 
state. 

Perhaps no economic or social 
device can produce a perfect so- 
ciety, because such perfection de- 
pends upon certain changes in the 
human heart as cannot be effected 
by man alone. 

But these social attd economic 
tonics can assuredly produce an ims 
provement. They can at least lighten 
the burden that rests on every 
man’s shoulders, the fear of pove 
erty, the fear of unemployment, 
the fear of debt through sickness 
and the fear of an impoverished old 
age.

ceiling, or half way up the wall.
